Frederic passes ‘Unsafe Building Ordinance’

Frederic Township’s Unsafe 
Building Ordinance, which estab- 
lishes a definition for “unsafe” 
structures and sets policy for deal- 
ing with buildings in violation of 
the ordinance, went into effect on 
Friday, October 23. It was passed on 
Wednesday, October 7. 

According to the Unsafe Building 


Ordinance, some of the attributes of 
“dangerous buildings” include: 

¢ “Those which show damage or 
deterioration of the support member 
or members or deterioration of the 
Non-supporting enclosing or outside 
walls or coverage.” 

* “Those having inadequate facil- 
ities for egress in case of fire or 
panic or having insufficient stair- 
ways, fire escapes or other means of 
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access.” i 

¢ “Those which have been dam- 
aged by fire. wind or other causes 
so as to become dangerous to the 
occupants thereof or to the people 
of the township of Frederic.” 

¢ “Those which because of inade- 

quate electric wiring or heating 
facilities or because of storage of 
flammable materials or for any 
other reason constitute a fire haz- 
ard.” 
.* “Those not having adequate 
light, air, heating, and sanitation 
facilities adequate to protect the 
health, morals, safety or general 
welfare of human beings who live 
or may live therein.” 

° “Whenever any portion or mem- 
ber or appurtenance is likely to fail 
or to become detached or dislodged 
or to collapse and thereby injure 
persons or damage property.”

¢ “Whenever any building 
becomes vacant, dilapidated and 
open at door or window, leaving the 
interior of the building exposed to 
the elements or accessible to 
entrance by trespassers.” 

The ordinance states that build- 
ings that are found to be in violation 
of the ordinance guidelines will be 
ordered to be either repaired, vacat- 
ed or demolished. 

The ordinance also has a section 
regarding “enforcement,” which 
says that violations “shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than 
$100 or imprisonment in the county 
jail for not more than (30) days, or 
both for each offense. Each and

every day on which any violation is 
committed or permitted to continue 
shall constitute a separate offense 
and shall be punishable as such.” 

“We have some dilapidated and 
broken down buildings,” said 
Frederic Township Zoning 
Administrator Mike Girard. “This 
ordinance deals better with defini- 
tions than our standard zoning ordi- 
nances, as far as what’s ‘safe’ and 
‘unsafe.’ It’s also easier to use and 
understand. It’s a specific ordinance 
to deal with a specific problem.”

Over 300 Grayling High School 
students registered to vote for a 
mock election held October 29. 
However, as in real elections only 
134 ballots were cast on election... 
that’s a 44% turn out. 

More than 72% of those voting 
cast a straight republican ballot, 
19% a straight Democratic ballot. 

The students were a little shy 
about voting for judges. Only an 
average of 21 students cast votes in 
the four categories concerning our 
courts. : 

Proposal A, changing “handi- 
capped” to “disabled” in the 
Michigan Constitution and other 
legal documents, was passed by the 
students with 55% of the vote; 
assisted suicide Proposal B failed, 
receiving only 41% of the votes; 
and students passed Proposal C 
with over 77% approving of the 
environmental bond issue.

Substance? Depth? Issues?

Negative campaigning 
works. A pretty face and a glib tongue work. 
Promises work. So that’s what we get in political 
campaigns. 

That’s why a chicken, for heaven’s sake, has 
been a featured player in the Michigan guberna- 
torial campaign. 

But if frogs and lizards can sell beer -- and they 
do -- and if a tiny hairless dog can sell tacos -- and 
it does -- then why can’t a chicken sell a candi- 
date, or at least-tear down the other one? It was 
worth a try.

NEGATIVISM and shallowness do not stop 
with campaigns, of course. Once in office, the 
beat continues. Winners usually continue the 
same methods and style that got them there in the

first place. : 
Governing by consensus has become governing 
by polling. 
But do we risk going too far? . 
Are we chasing good women and good men 


away from public service? It takes a special sort - 


of person to want to run for office -- or even to 
accept a significant appointment in government

that pervades politics today. Many are on ego 
trips, attracted by power, by money and trappings 
of office. These are countered by many others 
drawn by a genuine desire to serve. Will the bal- 
ance tip the wrong way?

received its name in America in 1926 through a 
Congressional Resolution. It became a National 
Holiday twelve years later in 1938. _ ; 
-Armisti¢e. Day zepresented the end of a war, to 
end all wars. When World War II broke out, the 
meaning needed to change. Armistice Day was- 
then changed to Veterans Day, an occasion to 
honor those who have served America in all wars. 


In 1954, President Dwight D. Eisenhower 

. signed a bill proclaiming November 11. as 

Veterans Day. The traditions for celebration 
remained the same. 

Lawmakers voted to change the observance of 
Veterans Day to the fourth Monday in October to 
placate those who wanted additional long week- 
ends. President Lyndon B. Johnson signed it into 
jaw on June 28, 1968. By 1977, after strong lob- 
bying, the Veterans of Foreign Wars and other 
Veteran organizations prevailed once again and in 
1978, Congress returned the observance to its tra- 


ditional date. 
_Americans as individuals should take part in 
Veterans Day activities. Too many citizens 


throughout the country view this day as jiist: 


another holiday. Wrong! We owe a part of this 
day to those veterans who are no longer with us 
and mostly to those veterans who made the 
supreme sacrifice in Europe, the Pacific and Asia 
or wherever, so the rest of us can still enjoy the 
fruits of living in the best country in the world.

More hunters die from heart attacks than from gun shots 


Q. The men in my family includ- 
ing my husband, brothers, father, 
even grandfather all hunt. I know 
some men each year have heart 
attacks in the woods, which wor- 
ries me. Is this something that can 
be avoided? 

A. Each year more Michigan 
-hunters are stricken by heart 
attacks, strokes or cardiac arrest 
during deer season than are shot. 
The following tips are suggested 
by John McPhail of the Michigan 
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lowed may save the life of a fami- 
ly member. 

¢ If possible start a regular walk- 
ing/physical activity program 
before deer season begins. 

¢ Avoid eating a heavy meal 
high in protein or fat before going 
into the woods. Instead, select 
carbohydrates (pancakes, oatmeal 
and cereal) and fruit. This type of 
meal is easily digested and more 
efficiently delivers the energy 
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needed for physical exertion. 
Heavy meals high in fat and pro- 
tein can thicken the blood and 
divert blood flow from the mus- 
cles and heart to the digestive 
organs. This can cause heart 
symptoms during heavy physical 
exertion such as hunting. 


¢ Refrain from drinking alcoho! 
during hunting or even excessive 
drinking the night before. 

¢ Avoid wearing a snowmobile 
suit which can cause overheating 
and raise blood pressure and 
pulse. Layer clothing instead. 

¢ Be aware that some environ- 
mental conditions will place addi- 
tional stress on the heart such as 
heavy brush, deep snow or mud 
and cold wind. Don’t hunt in 
these conditions unless in excel- 
lent physical condition. 

¢ Smoking by itself places 
excessive stress on the heart by 
increasing blood pressure, impair- 
ing circulation, robbing the body 
of oxygen and making the heart 
highly susceptible to irregular 
heart beats. Smoking increases 
the odds for a disaster while hunt- 
ing even more. 

* Know warning signs of a heart 
attack which include uncomfort- 
able pressure, burning fullness in 
the center of the chest which can 


feel like very bad indigestion, 
even nausea. The discomfort can 
radiate to the shoulder, down the 
arms and even up to the throat or 
jaw. Shortness of breath may 
occur or excessive sweating or a 
cold sweat. 

¢ If you have any of these symp- 
toms that last longer than three 
minutes, don’t try to walk out of 
the field. Have companions carry 
you out or bring help to you (exer- 
tion can make a heart attack 
worse). 

° Always hunt with a partner and 
if you split up know each others 
location. Work out a distress sig- 
nal. 

* Remember that field dressing 
or dragging a deer out of the 
woods can cause heart rates to 
skyrocket increasing the likeli- 
hood of a heart attack. Seek help 
in these situations and do them at 
a controlled pace.

Clinton to launch a trade investigation by the 
International Trade Commission (ITC) to look into 
the low-priced apple juice concentrate that has 
flooded the U.S. market, including Michigan, 
from China in recent months. 

“Apple farmers in Michigan, traditionally the 
third largest apple producer in the U.S., have been 
very hard-hit by the recent influx of Chinese con- 
centrate, causing the bottom to drop out of prices 
paid to. U.S. apple growers.” 

“Unless the federal government and the ITC 
move quickly to investigate and rectify this situa- 
tion, Michigan and other states may well lose 


apple growers and processors,” Engler concluded. 


Michigan is the nation’s number-one apple pro- 
cessing state. 
While apple concentrate is imported to the U.S. 


cessing contracts to Chinese concentrate, making 
it likely that considerable fruit may be left on the 
tree rather than harvested this year. 

The average price paid for imported apple con- 
centrate was $10 per gallon in 1995. It is current- 
ly at about $4.80, with the Chinese concentrate 
selling for $3.50. 

The break-even point for U. Ss. produced apple 
concentrate is $7.50, making the current situation 
a losing proposition for growers. 

Low-priced Chinese concentrate may be the 
final straw for some Michigan apple processors 
and growers, many of whom are still reeling from 


Michigan markets are also being pressured bya 
near-record apple crop in Washington, the nation’s 
largest fresh apple producer. 


Overall apple exports are predicted to be down 
20 percent this year. 

“Our farmers have repeatedly told us that they 
can take the hard knocks from Mother Nature and 
the fluctuating market cycles within our own 
country,” said Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Director Dan Wyant. 

“Tt is unacceptable that they would have to com- 
pete against imported, under priced Chinese apple 
juice concentrate that is flooding into the U.S.” 

When requested by President Clinton, the ITC 
will begin looking into whether the imported con- 
centrate is causing serious damage to the U.S.

Social Security and SSI: Can you get both? 


Can you receive monthly Social 
Security benefits based on your earn- 
ings record and also be eligible for 
Supplemental Security Income (SSI), 
a needs-based program? People who 
meet the eligibility criteria for both 
programs often can get both. 
However, it’s important to understand 
the similarities and differences 
between the two programs. 

First of all, the programs are 
financed differently, which accounts 
for much of the difference in the eli- 
gibility rules. Social Security is a 
social insurance program and the 
benefits are based on taxes workers 
have contributed to the Social 
Security trust funds. SSI is a public 
assistance program and benefits are 
paid from general revenues. 

Social Security pays retirement 
benefits, disability benefits and sur- 
vivors benefits. But, to qualify for 
Social Security benefits, individuals 
must have worked long enough under 
Social Security. Retirement benefits 
are paid to people age 62 or older and 
their families. Disability benefits are 
payable to people with disabilities 
and their family members. And, sur- 
vivors benefits are payable to the 
families of workers who have died. 

To get SSI, you must be age 65 or 
disabled or blind and have limited 
income and resources. Both children 
and adults may be eligible for SSI 
based on disability. And, you also 
must file for Social Security or any 
other benefits for which you may be 
eligible. 

In deciding whether you meet the 
financial requirements for SSI, we 
count the money you have coming in, 
such as wages, Social Security bene- 
fits and pensions. We also count non- 
cash items you receive, such as food, 
clothing or shelter. We don’t count 
all of your income when deciding if 
you’re eligible for SSI. For example, 
we don’t count the home you live in 
and the land it’s on. Usually, your car 
does not count. And, if you’re dis- 
abled but work, we don’t count wages 
that are used to pay for items or ser- 
vices you need to work because of 
your disability--such as a wheelchair. 

Some Social Security and SSI rules 


are the same. For example, the rules 
we use to decide if you're disabled 
are the same for Social Security and 
SSI. You must be unable to do any 


kind of work to be considered dis-' 


abled under both programs. For chil- 
dren, slightly different rules apply. 
You can get more information 
about the eligibility requirements for 
both SSI and Social Security by con-

School systems and civic groups 
throughout Michigan should invite 
former soldiers to discuss their 
experiences and share the lessons 
learned while fighting for our free- 
dom, said an area lawmaker who is 
championing the cause as another 
Veterans Day approaches.

Lowe said Steven Spielberg’s 
blockbuster film Saving Private 
Ryan is giving younger generations 
their first realistic look at the bru- 
talities facing those who fought in 
World War II. 

“Our citizen soldiers paid a hor- 
rific price, but gained a precious 
peace,” Lowe said. “Many borders 


‘ built with their blood have lasted a 


century.” 

The 105th District lawmaker said 
it’s time to sponsor oral histories 
and honor heroes from both world 
wars,. Korea, Vietnam and all the 
other armed conflicts of the 20th 
century. 

“We should do this throughout 
the year, not just on Veterans Day 
or Memorial Day,” Lowe said. 
“Time is of the essence. About 
31,000 World War II veterans pass 
away each month in America. 

“Let’s draft these soldiers for one 
more assignment. By taking the 
time to listen, we can better appre- 
ciate their sacrifices and learn more 
about the price of freedom.”

As a result of a new public edu- 
cation campaign called Fight Bac! 
, Crawford County residents will 
become increasingly aware of an 
invisible enemy - bacteria - which 
may be on their food, hands or in 
their kitchens. MSU Extension 
has joined national industry, gov- 
ernment, and consumer groups to 
spread the word that “BAC” is 
out there but can be stopped 
through some simple food han- 
dling and storage steps. 

MSU Extension is urging peo- 
ple to Fight Bac! To reduce the 


- risk of foodborne ilinéss, 4 ‘setious | 
‘public health problem. “Althisugh : 


the exact incidence of foodbome 
iliness in the U.S. is unknown, the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) estimates that 
as many as 9,000 deaths and 
between 6.5 million and 33 mil- 
lion illnesses each year are direct- 
ly linked to foodborne pathogens. 

At the same time, food safety 
experts report that most food- 
related illness can be reduced. 
Consumers can protect themselves 
and their families from getting 
sick by following some basic 
ruled for handling food safely at 
home. 

MSU Extension is proud to be 
part of this major food safety ini- 
tiative. Foodborne bacteria have 
no smell and cannot be seen or felt 
but can lead to serious illness. 
Even as industry and government 
stop up their food safety activities, 
we all need to understand that we 
play an important role in ensuring 
the safety of the foods we eat. 


Besides introducing people to 
BAC and his devious ways, the 
Fight Bac! Campaign will raise 
public awareness about four steps 
that consumers can take to keep 
food safe from harmful bacteria: 


CLEAN - Wash hands, utensils 
and surfaces with hot soapy water 
before and after food preparation, 
and especially after preparing 
meat, poultry, eggs or seafood to 
protect adequately against bacte- 
ria. Using a disinfectant cleaner 
or a mixture of bleach and water 
on surfaces and antibacterial soap 
on hands can provide some added 
protection. 

SEPARATE - Keep raw meat, 
poultry, eggs and seafood and 
their juices away from ready-to- 
eat foods; never place cooked 
food on an unwashed plate that 
previously held raw meat, pouliry, 
eggs or seafood. 

COOK - Cook food to the prop- 
er internal temperature (this varies 
for different cuts and types of 
meat and poultry) and check for 
doneness with a food thermome-

CHILL - Refrigerate or freeze 
perishables, prepared food and 
leftovers within two hours and 
make sure: the refrigerator is set at 
no higher than 40 degrees F. and 
that the freezer unit is set at 0 
degrees F. 

To conimunicate these food 
safety basics, MSU Extension has 
joined with: over 50 national orga- 
nizations .as “BAC Fighters” to 
bring the message of safe food 
handling tc. every town and local 
community.
